WISCONSIN FARMS 


Are Good Property According to the 


Census Bureau Returns. 


Washington, July 2.—The census re- 


port on agriculture in Wisconsin for 
1900 
shows 169,795 farms valued at 


$686,147,660. Of this 77 per cent is land 
and other improvements than build- 
ings. The value of farm implements 
and machinery was 329,237,010, and 
live stock $96,327,649. The total value 
of farm property was $811,712,319. The 
total value of farm products in 1899, 
which exceeds 1889 by 122 per cent, 
was $157,445,713, of which 5G per cent 
was in crops, including forest pro- 
ducts cut or produced on the farms. 
The gross farm income 'in 1899 was 
$115,861,963, and the gross income on 
the investment 14 per cent.

PRESIDENT'S 
PROCLAMATION 


Transferring Government in the Phil- 


ippines is Expected on Friday. 


Washington, 
July 
2.—Chairman 


Cooper of the house committeee on 
insular affairs says that steps will be 
taken at once to put the Philippine 
government act In operation. The pres- 
ident's proclamation transferring au- 
thority to the civil officials is expect- 
ed Friday. The mil'itary forces at the 
same time will be reduced to 8,000. 
Following the transfer a census will 
be taken, probably by the Filipinos, 
this requiring about a year. 


As to the general effect of the act 


Mr. Cooper said: 


"I share the view of Governor Taft, 


who said if this bill will become a law 
we would hear no more of the Phil- 
ippines than we do of Porto Rico and 
the Philippine problem would grad- 
ually disappear."

SHOWING OF PAST SIX MONTHS. 


Chicago, July 2—The Railway Age 


says: 


The year 1902 has so far, been the 


most remarkable period in fifty years 
of railway history In respect to in- 
solvencies and receiverships. 
Since 


January 1 only one operating agency, 
the New York and Pennsylvania, 52 
miles long, has been placed in the 
hands of a receiver and that broke all 
previous, records for brevity of 
the 


stay. 
The receivership covering the 


short season of four months. 
The 


Railway Affe, therefore, for the first 
time in its history, cannot report a 
railway for which a receiver has been 
appointed and continued in the cur- 
rent six months. During the twenty- 
six and one-half years in which the 
record has been kept, it has shown the 
appointment of receivers for 639 roads, 
covering 114,400 miles and represent- 
ing stocks and bonds aggregating $6,- 
291,397,000. 


In the single year of 1893, no less 


than 74 roads went into bankruptcy, 
with 29,340 miles and 
$1,781,000,000 


stocks and bonds. But since that year 
of greatest financial calamity, failures 
have rapidly decreased and reorgan- 
izations have gone on at equal speed 
to today when the era of railway re- 
ceiverships may be said to be ended. 


LAST YEAR'S SHIP BUILDING. 


Decrease in Sailing Vessel*, But an 


Increase in Steamer*. 


Washington, July 
2.—During 
the 


year ended June 30, 1902, the bureau 
of navigation reports that 1.657 ves- 
sels of 473,081 gross tons were built 
in the United States, compared with 
1,079 of 498,016 tons for the previous 
year. The decrease is in sailing ves- 
sels, canal boats, barges, etc. New 
steel steamers aggregate 275,479 tons 
compared with 235,265 last year. 


Included in the total tonnage are 94 


vessels, each "over 1,000 tons aggregat- 
ing 315,062 tons or two-thirds of the 
output. Of this 41 s.teel steamers of 
158,631 tons were built on the great 
lakes.

Since the establishment of the sys- 
tem there have been organized $325 
banks of which 4546 are In active op- 
eration: 1392 were placed in voluntary 
liquidation and 3S7 in charge of re- 
ceivers. 


While the records show the total 


authorized capital stock of national 
banks increased during the year from 
$647,605,695 to $684.061,695 there have 
been deductions during that period of 
bonds on deposit as security for cir- 
culation of $9,055.700. The circulation 
secured by bonds has decreased $9,- 
651,872. The paid in capital stock of 
national banking associations increas- 
ed between April 30, 1901, and April 
30, 1902; to the extent of $30.397,712; 
the surplus and other profits are $44,- 
958,459: individual deposits $218,024.- 
74G; 
and total resources 5331,341,084. 


The aggregate resources of reporting 
associations April 1901 and 1902 were 
$1,630,794,367 and

The notable exception was the Cuban 
reciprocity bill, which met defeat de- 
spite the effects of the administration 
to secure Its passage. 
IMPORTANT MEASURES PASSED. 
Among the measures adopted is the 


isthmian canal bill, which consum- 
mates the efforts of half a century to 
link together the waters of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific. Aside from its national 
and international Importance, this bill 
probably involves 
a larger sum- of 


money than that covering any other 
single undertaking by this government 
outside of war expenditures. 


The Phillpipne civil government bill 


is another measure of far reaching Im- 
portance, extending to the islands a 
system of Internal 
civil government, 


together with coinage, currency, bank- 
ing, corporation, timber and homestead 
laws. 
Among the other important 


general laws enacted are those repeal- 
Ing the war revenue taxes, extending 
and making more effective the Chinese 
exclusion laws, establishing a tariff for 
goods to and from the Philippines, ex- 
tending the charter of national banks 
to twenty years, establishing a per- 
manent census office, restricting the 
sale of oleomargarine by placing a high 
tariff on Imitation butter, providing 
a consular and diplomatic service for 
Cuba, establishing an extensive sys- 
tem by which the government will aid 
in the irrigation of the arid sections 
of the west. 


WAR TAX REPEAL A RECORD. 
The repeal of the war revenue taxes 


reduced taxation $73,250,000, and 
Is 


said to be the largest single reduction 
of taxes ever made in this country. By 
this step the last of the taxes imposed 
at the beginning of our war with Spain 
was wiped out. 


The Philippine tarlii act Imposes 75 


per cent, of the Dingley tariff rates on 
articles coming from the Philippines 
to the United States, and also imposes 
on articles entering the Philippines 
from the United States the rates of 
duties established by the Philippine 
commission. 
The ' oleomargarine act 


results from several years of agitation. 
It places a tax of ten cents a pound 
on substances colored to imitate but- 
ter.

Mr. Cannon submitted a general esti- 
mate of appropriations a few weeks 
ago, he made the total up to that time 
$691,445,000. Since then the canal bill 
has passed, carrying a present appro- 
priation of $40,000,000 for the franchise, 
and enough more for the rights of 
Colombia and for beginning the work 
to carry the total up to $50,000,000. The 
entire cost of the undertaking is ap-
